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SICK COAL INDUSTRY 

John L. Lewis, boss or the United U\t\c 
Workers, is almost tlio forRottcn man of the 
nation'* labor front. It's been years slnco he 
tied tho country In knoU wlili a big coal 
Btrlkc. , , „ 

Somo llko to ascrlho his uncharacteristic 
quiet to Lewis' advanclnK arc. But the eyl- 
denco Geems-to point ^hewherc.For somfl 
years now thn conl Industry has been sick. 
Consequently the union'.'? barBnlnlns po.^ltlon 
hns not been stronn- 

Credit Lewis with fully rccoBnlzlng the 
-ln(luatry'«-pllght.-and_worklns_closely_w.lth 
coal operators to bring about Improvement. 
Last year soft coal output was more than 200 
mUllon tons below the record high of C30,- 
023.000 In 1047. This year things nro sJIghtJy 
better, .and there Is .slender promise of still 
further upward strides. 

Overseas shipments of coal have doubled. 
Tho utilities and the boonirng steel mills 
ore using more coal. With many signs point- 
ing to general gains in the economy, these 
demands should go on rising. 

But tho Industry Is far from out of the 
woods. Tho Industry believes It must hit 500 
million tons of output a year before It can 
approach minimum stability. And some of 
tho figures ore sUU discouraging. 

For Instance, retail use of coal this year 
is down 18 per cent from last year, and over- 
■all Industrial use is off 0 per cent. T h e rail- 
roads, always a oacKoone cuslomci' In ilii 
old doys, are today so heavily dlesellzed that 
their cflal requirements are very low. 
■ Tho Industry's sickness has driven many 
producers out of the field. In tho last five 
years, more than a third of the nation's active 
mines have closed^own. 

Of those remaining, many have merged and 
have made heavy Investments In new 
chlncry to reduce operating co.st3. The -'so- 

ilie d eaptlvo mines— owned by tho steel 



companies — have added relatively to their 
already substantial strength, 

All- this has helped tho Industry to arrest a 
flUdo that began when oil and gas first made 
^heavy Inroads Into tho use of_cqal^. _ 

Tho Industry's .trends have gravely hiirt 
employment In the field. Once around 700,- 
000 In soft coal. It Is now ({own to 250.000. 
~AnclTif-tho-noncapttve-mlnesrnonunlon-labor 
accounts for 30 to 40 per cent of production. 

BtUl, tho biggest operators arc getting 
-betterrctumB,- and l-ewls may feel the time 
is ripe for the UMWto ask- for mtfre money. 
Workers in other Industries have had three 
pay boosts slnco the miners last got one. al 
though tha miners* avcrngo hourly wage 
continues to top all other major work groups. 

It could bo ,that front pages will blossom, 
with Lewis' name once ngaln In the next few 
months, as ho presents fresh demands on the 
-slightly-healthier coal- Industry. -But It would 
seem doubtful that ho would press so hard 
as to forco another great .strike. 

For a major coal stoppage at this stage 
would almost certainly .speed the' conversion 
of more factories and homes to other fuels. 
And Lewis knows there has already been too 
much of that for his Industry's good.
